Mayor is vindicated

PORTLAND Town 
Mayor Richard Paisley is 
celebrating today after 
police said they were tak¬ 
ing no further action over 
his involvement in an al¬ 
leged theft of equipment. 

Officers also notified 
him that he no longer had 
to attend Weymouth Po¬ 
lice Station this Friday to 
answer his bail. 

A delighted Mr Paisley, 
who was arrested on No¬ 
vember 28th, 2009, on 
suspicion of theft said: 


“This vindicates what I 
have been saying all 
along that I have had 
nothing to do with the al¬ 
leged theft of this flush¬ 
ing rig. 

“It is clear that the po¬ 
lice now accept what I 
have been saying and are 
taking no further action 
in relation to my involve¬ 
ment with this incident.” 

He added that he had 


received hundreds of let¬ 
ters of support from all 
walks of life including 
ones from people who 
did not even know him. 

Mr Paisley said: “This 
has been going on for 
more than ten weeks and 
I think it is brilliant that it 
all over. Now I can get on 
with what I am supposed 
to be doing which is rep¬ 
resenting Portland as its 


Town Mayor. 

“I don’t feel any ani¬ 
mosity against the police 
because they were just 
doing their job. At the 
end of the day common 
sense prevailed and they 
realised I was innocent.” 

Crane driver Mr Paisley 
said that the flushing rig 
incident began when he 
had to remove it from the 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary 
Gold Rover so the vessel 
could sail. 

He added: “The rig then 


stayed on the quayside 
for months until I was 
asked to get rid of it by 
Portland Port so I took it 
to a site in Weymouth. 

“It was there about two 
months when it was spot¬ 
ted by the rig owner who 
reclaimed it, but I heard 
nothing for another two 
months when I was sud¬ 
denly approached, ac¬ 
cused of suspected theft 
and arrested. 

“I have never stolen 
anything in my life but it 


has taken a long time to 
convince the police that I 
am not a thief. Now it is 
all over and I just want to 
get on with my life.” 

Mr Paisley’s official 
police notification sheet 
said that officers were 
not at this time taking 
any further action in rela¬ 
tion to his involvement 
with their investigations 
but that if further evi¬ 
dence emerged they 
might need to contact 
him again.

A JOB exchange to Texas was a life changing ex¬ 
perience for Sally Vaughan that prompted her 
move to West Dorset 18-months-ago. 

After a 12 year teaching career in South Lon¬ 
don she decided it was time for a change and 
moved to Bridport in 2008 to be re-united with 
the open countryside. 

After years of evenings spent planning les¬ 
sons Sally found a job which she didn't have to 
take home with her. 

She now works as an Emergency Care Assis¬ 
tant for South Western Ambulance Service, and 
is based locally on Bridport station. 

Despite working irregular shifts, Sally now has 
more spare time which has allowed her to take 
an active role in the Bridport Gig Rowing Club 
where she is responsible for PR and Communi¬ 
cations. 

Sally still has a love for the Wild West and en¬ 
joys playing Country and Western music both 
on her guitar and her ukulele. She has also re¬ 
cently begun giving lessons on both instru¬ 
ments. 


■ BRIDPORT or Texas? 

I honestly couldn’t choose between the two. I like to 
think of the area around here as being “Wild West 
Dorset”. And Bridport to me is like “Texas-on-Sea”. Be¬ 
lieve it or not, there are lots of similarities. West Dorset 
is actually a lot like parts of Texas, but on a smaller scale. 
I fell in love with the openness of both the landscape and 
the people. I’ve definitely found that here in Dorset too. 

■ WHY do you think Bridport and West Bay will 
benefit from a gig club? 

It’s a community sport that’s so clearly perfect for a place 
like this. Gig clubs are springing up all along the south¬ 
west coast and to be out rowing alongside this gorgeous 
coastline can only be good for mind, body and soul. For 
people who are not as fit as they’d like to be its an op¬ 
portunity to do something that’s going to get them fit, 
keep them fit, get them outdoors and provide a social side 
as well. It’s not all about competing either. The club is 
dedicated to creating strong links within the community. 
Recreational rowing will be equally important and we 
encourage people from all backgrounds to get involved. 
It’s a very inclusive sport. 

■ WHAT is your role in BGRC? 

Well, I’m the ‘Information Lead’ which means it’s basi¬ 
cally my job to make sure everyone knows what’s hap¬ 
pening and when. I liaise with the local press and act as 
a link between the membership and the committee. The 
club is really gaining momentum now and we currently 
have over 60 members even though we don’t even have 
a boat yet. It’s meant that members have had to take a 
real leap of faith this past year and trust that things will 
come together. And they are. 

■ IS it something anyone can do? 

It is, although we do have a lower age restriction of 16, 



and that’s because of physical limitations based on the 
size of the boat. You can be as old as you like though. 


There are men’s and women’s crews, veterans crews 
and even super-vets. There was a team that rowed in the 
Isles of Scilly Championship last year with a combined 
age of 400 - their oldest rower was 84. 

■ WHAT is the goal for the club? 

This year, it is to get a boat on the water and next year 
we aim to be at the World Championships in the Isles of 
Scilly. 

The club will also be Bridport and West Bay’s legacy 
for the Olympics, and ultimately our vision is that the gig 
boats will become as much of a feature of West Bay as 
the cliffs themselves - it promises to be a huge attraction 
for tourists and that can only be a good thing for local 
businesses too. 
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■ HOW close are you to getting a boat in the water? 

We are halfway to our grand total of £50,000. This week 
we ordered our first boat and it will be launched this 
spring. 

It won’t be a wooden boat because that will take time 
to build, it will be difficult for novices like us to row, and 
we don’t have a boat shed yet. We have opted to get a 
plastic fibre gig, which means it can stay outside, and in 
the meantime we can continue raising money to get a 
wooden racing gig and build a boat shed. By then, our 
crews will be ready to start competing in regattas. 

■ WHAT events do you have coming up? 

We are going to begin holding regular social nights for 
members, and then in the summer we are going to have a 
huge pledge auction to bring in the lions’ share of the 
cash. We already have two great auction prizes for that. 
One is a painting by Trish Wylie who is a very successful 
local artist, her work is highly collectible. Another of our 
members has pledged to auction the use of his yacht on 
the Mediterranean. Right now we are looking for more 
pledges to add to these. 

■ HOW long have you been playing guitar? 

About 15 years. It’s is a spin off from teaching. It’s the 
one thing I miss about teaching actually, having a reason 
to pick up a guitar every day. As an infant teacher it was 
a tool of the trade for me. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Definitely Dolly Parton. I love her music, but also how 
she manages to combine over-the-top glamour with 
down-to-earth, homespun wisdom. Then I’d invite the 
writer Bill Bryson, an American Anglo-phile whose pow¬ 
ers of observation are astonishing. He’s so clever, I don’t 
know how his brain fits in his head. Last but not least, I’d 
invite Jenny Eclair for an injection of British wry-hu- 
mour.

A SCHEME to knock down a four-bedroom home at 
Preston and build eight flats on the site has been 
unanimously backed by planners. 

The development off Preston Road will create three 
flats on the ground floor, three on the first floor and 
two in the roof.

Club members, who 
were devastated by the 
news, have three weeks to 
appeal following receipt of 
the revocation notice. 

Secretary Jeffrey Taylor 
said after the meeting that 
members would be taking 
legal advice on how they 
could save the club. 

The Centenary had al¬ 
ready been hauled before 
the sub-committee in 2008 
for a review of its certifi¬ 
cate after a large public 
order incident developed 
from an 18th birthday 
party at the club. 

It was warned that its li¬ 
cence did not allow it to 
hold parties for 16-18- 
year-olds and that only in¬ 
vited guests were 
permitted entry. 

But police told the sub¬ 
committee that on Decem¬ 
ber 11th, 2009, an officer 
and a colleague attended 
the club after teenagers 
with alcohol said they 
were attending an 18th 
birthday party. 


Club officials told police 
it was a family function 
but the 18-year-old’s father 
and organiser of the party 
told officers he had clearly 
booked the event as an 
18th birthday party. 

Police said the club was 
guilty of allowing a non¬ 
member to hire the func¬ 
tion room and to introduce 
guests, of allowing an 18th 
birthday party to take 
place and of operating un¬ 
lawfully selling alcohol 
without a licence. 

Mr Taylor said “a lot of 
mistakes” had been made 
but he was trying to do 
what was right and abide 
by the rules which they 
hadn’t intended to break. 
He added: “I love this 
club. If you did give us a 
chance we would try and 
change the licence to a pub 
and club one. I am just 
begging you to give us a 
chance.” 

But police said: “The com¬ 
mittee is not aware of its 
own rules. If nobody

knows what is going on at 
that club then it really 
shouldn’t be operating. Ig¬ 
norance is no defence.” 
The sub-committee then 
revoked the Centenary’s 
licence. 


Weymouth drug arrests 


SIX people have been arrested after nine 
sites on Weymouth and Portland were 
raided by police in a major operation 
against suspected drug dealers. 

Five men, aged between 36 and 48 were 
arrested in relation to drugs offences and 
a 62-year-old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of handling stolen goods. All six are 
from the Weymouth area. 

Police said that a “significant quantity” 
of suspected stolen goods, drugs and cash 
were found when warrants under the 1971 
Misuse of Drugs Act were executed at 
eight private and one commercial address 
in Preston, Westham, Weymouth town 
centre and Portland. 

Each address was thoroughly searched 
by specially trained officers and all sub¬ 
stances found are currently being forensi- 
cally examined. 


Weymouth and Portland section com¬ 
mander Inspector Pete Meteau said the 
raids had been part of Operation Disman¬ 
tle, a force-wide operation which aimed to 
tackle the supply of Class A drugs and as¬ 
sociated crime such as burglary and vehi¬ 
cle crime. 

He added: “Through today’s operation 
we are tackling alleged serious and organ¬ 
ised crime which can have an affect on 
local communities. 

“This operation was as a result of intel¬ 
ligence gathered over many months and 
we would urge anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to come forward and talk to us in con¬ 
fidence. 

“It is essential that communities tell us 
about what is going on in their area so that 
we can tackle those issues that most affect 
local people.”

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SIMON Raynes outside Weymouth Pavilion says:'Late spring is too late for a decision' 


A LOCAL theatre expert has clashed 
with the council over claims that his 
group was snubbed over talks on the 
future of Weymouth Pavilion. 

Weymouth Drama Club chairman 
Simon Raynes wanted to offer his 
expertise to the council’s Pavilion 
steering committee and was told his 
views would carry more weight if 
they came from a group. 

He said: “Following that sugges¬ 
tion, I formed the Weymouth Pavil¬ 
ion User Group, but when I returned 
to the steering committee they didn’t 
want to talk to the group and have re¬ 
fused all our attempts to have some 
sort of discussion with them. 

“We feel very frustrated because 
we want to do something about the 
state of the Pavilion, they want to do 
something and you’d think we could 
discuss it together. 

“Our idea is for a community trust

to be set up to determine the future 
of the Pavilion and we hope that the 
steering committee relents and 
agrees to talk to us about this.” 

But Weymouth Pavilion steering 
group chairman Councillor Tim 
Munro denied that there had been 
any snub to Mr Raynes and his 
group. 

He added: “We had been ap¬ 
proached by Mr Raynes because he 
wanted to use his theatre knowledge 
to help decisions on the Pavilion’s 
future. 

“We suggested that his views 
would be better if expressed as part 
of an overall group with theatre con¬ 
nections and he duly formed a mix of 
such groups. 

“Mr Raynes then asked for a seat 
on the steering group board which 


was not possible because we deal 
with confidential information which 
we have a duty to present first to 
councillors. 

“However, Mr Raynes seems to 
have interpreted this as a snub to his 
group as a whole which is not the 
case. 

“We hope to hear the views of his 
group and other such groups by late 
spring when we will be preparing a 
report for the council’s management 
committee on what we see as the 
way forward for the Pavilion, the 
council having already decided to 
keep it operational.” 

Mr Raynes replied: “Late spring is 
too late. Some idea of a future pro¬ 
gramme for the Pavilion needs to be 
set up now so that drama and oper¬ 
atic groups which need to plan well 
ahead for major shows are able to do 
so.” 


Former shop will become 
bistro and comedy club 


A COMEDY club, a fam¬ 
ily restaurant and a child- 
free bistro for business 
people are all going to be 
created in a former Wey¬ 


mouth fashion shop. 

Planners unanimously 
backed proposals to trans¬ 
form the old Evolve prem¬ 
ises in St Mary Street into 


a new business called 
Taste Weymouth whose 
owners already run the 
Taste bistro in Bridport. 

Their vision is for a com¬ 
edy club in the basement 
with a ground floor family 
eating area and takeaway 
service on the ground 
floor, possibly with a pi¬ 
rate theme. 

The first floor will be 
given over to a child-free 
bistro providing lunches 
for local business people 
with a bar area. 

But the proposals 
sparked objections about 
noise, loss of the shop site, 
litter and claims that Wey¬ 
mouth already has enough 
bars and restaurants. 

There was even concern 
that there would be lap 
dancing on the site, a ru¬ 
mour the owners denied 
through a notice put up at 
the front of the premises. 

Guesthouse owner John 
Green warned a meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee that it 
should not allow the loss 
of another retail unit and 
said: “With the Olympics 
coming up we need to 
keep as many retail outlets 


as possible.” But council¬ 
lors had no such concerns 
and welcomed the trans¬ 
formation of the mid-19 th 
century Grade II listed 
building. 

They heard from joint- 
owner Louise Parkin who 
said: “Our target market is 
businessmen and women 
and families, not rowdy 
teenagers. At no time will 
we be operating as a night¬ 
club.” 

Councillor Roger Allen 
said the High Street was 
turning more to leisure, en¬ 
tertainment and coffee 
houses under the influence 
of increased shopping on 
the internet and Weymouth 
was no different. 

He added: “This new 
business sounds terrific to 
me. If we say no, what sort 
of message are we sending 
out?” 

Chairman Councillor 
Peter Farrell said: “We 
have nine empty shops yet 
here is someone who 
wants to come here. I sup¬ 
port this and I am really 
pleased that the false win¬ 
dows at the side are to be 
opened up.” 


22 parking spaces 
make way for bus lane 

MORE than a score of car parking spaces are to be 
lost to make way for a new bus lane in Weymouth. 

The proposal, which forms part of the Weymouth 
transport package for the 2012 Olympic Games, 
would see 22 pay and display on-street parking 
spaces lost on North Quay. 

This would cost £15,000 in lost income for 2010- 
2011 and £30,000 annually in subsequent years, 
members of Weymouth and Portland's management 
committee were told. 

Members heard that Dorset County Council had 
agreed to retain a loading bay and increase its size 
from two cars to four cars outside the entrance to the 
North Quay pontoons. 

A county spokesman said that removing the 22 
spaces was "essential", but that the bay would be re¬ 
tained and expanded because its loss would hit the 
functioning of harbour activities. 

The proposed bus lane is an integral part of the 
overall scheme which will enable buses to be 
brought to the front of queuing traffic on North 
Quay. 

This will help deliver the main objective of the 
whole scheme which is to improve journey time re¬ 
liability for all vehicles and in particular for public 
transport.

PARENTS and carers have 
been given a vital glimpse 
of dangers lurking on the 
Internet to try and keep 
children and young people 
safe on-line.

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Sorry about tower, 
say planning 
inspectors 

AN unprecedented apology has been issued to 
Weymouth and Portland planning officers by the 
national planning inspectorate. 

It follows a planning appeal inspector's decision 
to grant permission for a square tower extension 
at Old Castle Road, Weymouth, overturning local 
planning officers'refusal for the scheme as being 
"out of character" with the area. 

Now planning inspectorate chief inspector Ka¬ 
trine Sporle has apologised unreservedly to Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland planning manager Debbie 
Redding for that inspector's decision which was 
described as "regrettable". 

She said she agreed with the Weymouth and 
Portland officers that the extension "cannot rea¬ 
sonably be said to fit in with the character of the 
area", that the inspector's description of on-site 
parking was "not helpful" and that comments he 
made about trees "should have been more ex¬ 
plicit". 

She concluded:"! can only agree that on this oc¬ 
casion, both the reasoning within the decision 
and the development itself falls some way short 
of what we all would expect. 

"For this I offer you my full and unreserved apol¬ 
ogy." 

Weymouth and Portland planning manager 
Debbie Redding said:"lt is unprecedented for the 
planning inspectorate to apologise to an author¬ 
ity such as ourselves. 

"People have complained to us about why this 
development was allowed. 

"Now they know that we not only opposed it 
but that the decision by a planning appeal in¬ 
spector allowing the tower was not supported by 
his superiors." 


New homes for Olympic sailors 


FLAGSHIP new homes on Portland will house teams and 
officials coming to Dorset for the 2012 Olympic sailing 
events. 

The London 2012 Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games has just confirmed that 700 sailors, 
coaches and officials will be housed in a new 77-unit 
low carbon housing development being built on Offi¬ 
cer’s Field at Osprey Quay.

Nearly half that number will be housed in the same 
place for the six-day Paralympic sailing competition in 
August-September 2012 which follows 14 days of 
Olympic events in July-August 2012. 


Dog control orders 
labelled'draconian '

PLANS for a dog fouling 
ban covering most of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland have 
taken another step forward. 

The dog control orders, 
which must still be ap¬ 
proved by full council on 
February 25th, also include 
a proposal to keep dogs on 
a lead in a wide variety of 
areas. 

These include RSPB re¬ 
serves, recreation grounds, 
sports field perimeters, 
council allotments, formal 
public gardens, municipal 
cemeteries, all roads and 
pavements. 

The proposed curbs come 
after extensive public con¬ 
sultation including more 
than 2,600 completed ques¬ 
tionnaires, comments or 
written responses. 

But the members review 
group report this led to did 


not get a totally smooth 
passage when it was de¬ 
bated by members of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
management committee. 

Often fierce debate ar¬ 
gued that the Rodwell Trail 
should be exempt from re¬ 
quiring dogs to be on leads, 
a move lost on a 6-4 vote 
because dog fouling there 
was viewed as “a signifi¬ 
cant problem” and because 
of the high numbers of cy¬ 
clists and children in 
pushchairs. 

But a similar exemption 
attempt for the Nothe Gar¬ 
dens was won, members 
also agreeing that dogs did 
not have to be on leads 
from the Pleasure Pier to 
Bowleaze “during winter 
months”. 

Several dog owners at¬ 
tended to object to the “dra¬ 


conian” orders, pointing 
out to members that having 
a dog on a lead would not 
stop it defecating, but the 
meeting felt that a lead 
would keep a dog more in 
its owner’s view so drop¬ 
pings were more likely to 
be collected. 

David Beaman accused 
councillors of penalizing 
95 per cent of dog owners 


to deal with the five per 
cent who committed foul¬ 
ing offences. 

But Councillor Ian James 
said the new orders would 
“firm up old ones which are 
pretty vague” while Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Chapman said 
the orders were an attempt 
to manage the problem for 
all residents of the bor¬ 
ough. 


The mixture of two, three and four-bedroom homes 
on the former Royal Navy air station are being built in 
partnership by sustainable developer ZeroC Holdings 
and the South West Regional Development Agency 
which owns the land at Osprey Quay. 

The development was selected following an assess¬ 
ment of accommodation options around the wider Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland area to find the best possible 
housing for competitors and their support teams. 

Its close proximity to competition venue, the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland National Sailing Academy, and the 
nearby Portland Marina was a key factor in selecting 
the site, said LOCOG chairman Sebastian Coe. 

He added: “We are confident that making temporary 
use of a permanent facility which is very much part of 
the impressive regeneration of Portland is the right so¬ 
lution for athletes and for Portland in the long-term.” 

Weymouth and Portland 2012 and special projects 
spokesman Councillor Howard Legg said: “We wel¬ 
come this news. Having the sailing athletes accommo¬ 
dated on land in a sustainable housing scheme which 
will bring long term benefit to Portland is preferable to 
a temporary cruise ship. 

“Given the current down turn in the housing market, 
this also means extra properties, including affordable 
housing, for the island sooner than might otherwise 
have been the case. Improvements are also being made 
to local community facilities as a result of this project 
going ahead.” 

After the Olympics the units will be made ready for 
sale and occupation by their new owners with a quarter 
in a range of sizes going to affordable housing via a reg¬ 
istered social landlord. The remaining properties will 
be sold privately by ZeroC. 

SWRDA development manager James Watts said he 
was delighted that a temporary home for world teams 
would become a permanent local community asset. 

He added: “The RDA is investing more than £40 mil¬ 
lion in Osprey Quay to make it a magnet for private sec¬ 
tor investment, creating around 1,400 jobs by 2016. 
ZeroC’s scheme is the latest step in that regeneration 
process.”

Permission granted for 
new home which has 
split village community 


BATTLE lines were drawn when a 
picturesque village community found 
itself split by plans for a new home. 

The Buckley family backed by their 
supporters applied for planning per¬ 
mission to build a three-bedroom 
home on unused garden land belong¬ 
ing to Fuchsia Cottage off Mission 
Hall Lane in Sutton Poyntz near 
Weymouth. 

The family planned to move into 
the new home with an elderly mother 
moving into their home, claiming the 
development would not hit the char¬ 
acter of the village, views or amenity 
space, would be in keeping with its 
surroundings and would “not cause 
harm to anyone or neighbours”. 

But more than a score of letters sup¬ 
porting the scheme were matched by 
a similar number against it. 

The Sutton Poyntz Society said 
views would be hit and the Sutton

Poyntz Mission Hall Trust said it 
would be “an undesirable form of 
backland development” out of keep¬ 
ing with the form and character of the 
area. 

Others said it was “overdevelop¬ 
ment”, would damage an ancient or¬ 
chard and that the plot was “the last 
green lung in what was a peaceful 
lane”. 

Council officers agreed with objec¬ 
tors and recommended refusal to a 
meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee which had 
turned down several previous site 
proposals. 

But members disagreed, could find 
nothing wrong with the scheme and 
voted 9-1 to support it. 

Councillor Christine James said: “I 


can’t understand what the problem is 
here. I propose we accept it pending 
any further archaeological report 
which may be needed.” 

Councillor Mark Tewkesbury 
agreed and said it was a far better 
scheme than the last one and had 
solved many concerns while Council¬ 
lor Roger Allen said he couldn’t see 
what all the fuss was about. 

Sutton Poyntz was, said Councillor 
Kate Wheller, “a beautiful middle 
class executive sleeper village” and 
that just because people had bought 
into it they couldn’t stop others com¬ 
ing in. 

Chairman Councillor Peter Farrell 
said: “I feel an appeal inspector 
would grant this. Like it or not, it is 
within the development boundary. At 
the end of the day villages evolve and 
so on balance I am going to support 
this.”

Council tax precept rise 
could be lowest for years 

RESIDENTS could get the lowest council tax pre¬ 
cept rise from Weymouth and Portland for 14 
years. 

Councillors have backed an increase of just 
two per cent which must now be backed by full 
council on February 25. 

If the increase is approved it will join precepts 
from other bodies including police, fire and the 
county council to create an overall council tax 
bill for residents. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland man¬ 
agement committee voted 6-4 to reject a strong 
plea from Councillor Howard Legg to set a 2.9 
per cent precept. 

He said: "We have a history of abysmal failure 
to tackle maintenance on projects such as the 
seafront chalets. 

"Car park surfaces are in a terrible state and 
pontoons need work yet there is only £200,000 
extra cash in the budget for maintenance. 

"I propose a 2.9 per cent precept so mainte¬ 
nance can be increased to £254,000. If we don't 
take this opportunity now we will lose it when 
a new government comes in and finance is 
harder." 

But Councillor Geoff Petherick said: "It would 
be great if we had more money but we don't. 
This is a reasonable budget." 

Chairman Councillor Mike Goodman said: 
"Two per cent will be hard enough for many 
council tax payers to find." 

Finance spokesman Councillor Peter Chapman 
said the proposed "good value" two per cent in¬ 
crease was below inflation and amounted to just 
£4.07 extra per year on current precept levels for 
the average Band B council taxpayer - Band B 
being the average band for properties in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland.

Pensioner duped into 
giving bank details 


CONMEN duped two elderly Wey¬ 
mouth residents into giving their bank 
details then used one set to buy a £3,900 
motorcycle. 

The incidents have prompted Wey¬ 
mouth Police to appeal for other victims 
of the telephone banking fraud to come 
forward. 

Officers said a 74-year-old man from 
Preston was telephoned by a man pre¬ 
tending to be his bank manager who 
then obtained the pensioner’s debit and 
credit card details including the security 
numbers. 

PC Dave Thorne said: “The victim 
was suspicious of the fraudster who was 
well spoken and had a foreign accent 
and who called himself Mr Michaels. 

“A short while after the telephone con¬ 
versation ended the pensioner contacted 
his bank which told him that his details 
had been used 30 minutes later to buy a 
motorcycle from a company in Corn¬ 
wall for £3,900.” 

A 69-year-old woman from the Broad- 
wey area of Weymouth was also tele¬ 
phoned by the same man pretending to 


be her bank manager and he obtained 
bank card details and security numbers 
from this victim. 

PC Thorne said: “When the fraudster 
tried to use her bank details - at the 
same motorcycle company in Cornwall 
- an alert flagged up in her bank and the 
transaction was stopped before any pur¬ 
chase was made. 

“It’s quite likely that there are more 
victims in Dorset who have been de¬ 
ceived in this way and I urge them to 
contact the police so that I can gather 
evidence in order to find and arrest this 
unscrupulous con man. 

“I’d also appeal to all residents to re¬ 
mind their elderly relatives about the 
dangers of passing on personal bank de¬ 
tails over the phone to someone who 
rings up unexpectedly. Banks will never 
ask for bank card numbers or security 
numbers.”

Licence conditions 
imposed on nightclub 


A LICENCE review has 
been held after com¬ 
plaints about under-age 
alcohol sales at a Wey¬ 
mouth night club and 
restaurant. 

Police said Dolce Vita 
in St Thomas Street was 
directly linked to a num¬ 
ber of incidents ranging 
from drunken youths near 
an 18th birthday party to 
the premises staging a 
16th birthday party with a 
large number of drunken 
youths inside and near the 
premises. 

A meeting of Weymouth 
and Portland licensing 
sub-committee was told 
that three drunken guests 
were arrested including a 
16-year-old boy and a 17- 
year-old youth. The youth 
said he had both bought 
and drunk alcohol in 
Dolce Vita. 


Simon Lacey for licence 
holder Parviz Panjal- 
izadeh-Marseh admitted 
that there had been prob¬ 
lems supplying police 
with CCTV footage from 
certain incidents but that 
his client had “done his 
utmost” to solve them. 

Mr Panjalizadeh- 
Marseh said: “We are not 
irresponsible. I am very 
careful about what I am 
doing and I am a respon¬ 
sible business person. I 
am trying to make the 
place work and I am get¬ 
ting there.” 

He added that he also 
owns the Goldfingers lap¬ 
dancing club and that he 
had bought Dolce Vita 
about ten months ago. 

He said: “We made a 
couple of mistakes, but 
our security is not lax. We 
are very vigorous. 


“It was a learning curve 
and we will carry on im¬ 
proving even better than 
we are now.” 

He told the sub-commit- 
tee that he would be 
happy with a ban on stag¬ 
ing parties for those aged 
17 and under but that he 
still wanted to be able to 
stage parties for 18, 19, 
20 and 21-year-olds. 

The sub-committee 
agreed to this as a licence 
condition and also im¬ 
posed other conditions in¬ 
cluding an effective 
CCTV system which in¬ 
cluded back door cover¬ 
age, an agreed ratio of 
one door staff member 
per 100 guests, staff train¬ 
ing, the rear door to be 
alarmed, proof of age 
checks and a register to 
record challenges and re¬ 
fusals.

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Big development 
for Fairway Court 


PLANNERS have unanimously backed a 
big development at Fairway Court, Wey¬ 
mouth, which will demolish 41 homes and 
build 62 in their place. 

The scheme by the Synergy Housing 
Group will include 14 two-bed houses, 
four four-bed houses, 22 one-bed flats and 
22 two-bed flats, all being social rented 
homes with 43 out of the 62 providing 
sheltered accommodation for the elderly. 

There will also be 53 parking spaces in¬ 
cluding six for the disabled as well as 40 
cycle spaces. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee was told that, while 
there was more than enough private 
amenity space in the scheme, it had barely 
a tenth the open space required for recre¬ 
ational use in a development of this size. 

Only 285 square metres is planned in¬ 
stead of 2,790 square metres, so the appli¬ 
cants propose to contribute £21,660 in lieu 


of the shortfall. 

A report to the meeting welcomed the 
scheme and said it would secure “a suit¬ 
able replacement for the outdated existing 
accommodation on the site as well as 
being a welcome boost to local affordable 
housing stocks”. 

Councillor Christine James said: “I can’t 
see any reason why we should want to 
turn this down. The properties that are 
there at the moment are not the best or the 
nicest. I support this because we need it.” 

Councillor Jean Woodward said: “The 
accommodation is required and I would 
say yes please. Let’s have some more.” 

Councillor Kate Wheller was concerned 
that there were consultations with elderly 
residents to keep them up to date and to 
avoid stress while Councillor Roger Allen 
said: “I am quite impressed. It looks a 
very good scheme, well thought out.” 


Store sold alcohol to 16 -year-old 


OPERATING conditions have been imposed 
on a Weymouth convenience store after it sold 
alcohol to a 16-year-old boy. 

Police gave details of the incident on Decem¬ 
ber 11, 2009, to a meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland licensing sub-committee at which 
members were told that officers did not believe 
the sale was an isolated incident. 

Abbotsbury Road Food and Wine’s owner 
Satpal Panesar appeared before members after 
police sought a review of the site’s licence. 

Several complaints had been received about 
alcohol sales, said police, some from parents 
with children as young as 14.

One father claimed his 16-year-old daughter 
was sold half a bottle of vodka while in com¬ 
pany with her nine-year-old sister. 

Councillor Christine James for the Panesars 
said: “They are new to the premises, they are 
new to the business and they admit they made 
a mistake.” 

She added that a strong programme of cus¬ 
tomer challenges was now in place, 21 or under 
proof of age signs had been installed, the 


CCTV system had been updated and staff 
trained to its use and other duties. 

Mrs James said the Panesars had been victims 
of racist abuse. Police had done nothing about 
this yet the couple now had to face the sub¬ 
committee in a situation which was “using a 
sledgehammer to crack a nut”. 

Acting chairman Coun Robbie Dunster told 
the Panesars: “We are very pleased that you 
have taken the action you have.” 

The sub-committee then imposed conditions 
including age signs, challenge records, staff 
training and effective CCTV. 


Taxi fare increase 


Stables must be removed 


PASSENGERS are facing taxi fare rises in Weymouth and 
Portland but councillors have not backed every increase. 

Taxi drivers said there had been no increase since 2008, 
fuel and other overheads had gone up and the proposed “re¬ 
alistic” increases were vital for many drivers. 

The rises, which must still be approved by full council on 
February 25 th, went before a meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland management committee. 

Members backed a raft of increases which will see the total 
for the first full journey mile rise from £3.90 to £4.20 with 
extra mile charges after that rising from £1.60 to £1.70 per 
mile, an overall increase of 6.8 per cent on a five-mile jour¬ 
ney. 

Night rates could rise 8.33 per cent over a five-mile jour¬ 
ney, but councilors refused a night-time tariff rate being ap¬ 
plied to all day Sunday and also turned down a request for a 
discretionary 60 pence booking fee for pre-booked jobs for 
all vehicles, not rank or flagged. 

The meeting did approve a 50 per cent increase in waiting 
time charges from 20 pence per minute to 30 pence per 
minute which could equate to an £18 customer charge per 
hour for being stuck in traffic jams. The current charge is 
£ 12 . 

Councillor Ian James said: “They didn’t have a rise last 
year and the price of running a vehicle has rocketed, so I sup¬ 
port pretty much all of it except applying a tariff to Sundays.” 


TALKS are to be held to try and find an 
acceptable new site for two stable build¬ 
ings which were put up without planning 
permission on Portland. 

The site accessed off Reap Lane via 
two dirt tracks is outside the development 
boundary. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee unanimously turned 
down a retrospective application for per¬ 
mission for the stables. 

Councillor Roger Allen said: “The 
thing I find alarming with this is that 
someone has decided to disregard the 
planning process.” 

A report to the meeting said the stables 
were “visually intrusive”, did not respect 
locally important landscape and were 
damaging to the archaeology of an area 
including distinctive medieval strip 
fields. 

Members said they hoped that “an am¬ 
icable agreement” could be reached by 
their officers to get the stables relocated 
“to a more appropriate and less visually 
intrusive location in consultation with the 
county archaeologist”. 

But councillors made it plain that they 


were empowering their officers so that 
the unauthorised stable blocks could be 
removed by enforcement action if nego¬ 
tiations failed.

The effects 

Nothing typifies the winter as much as snow and a hard 
frost, creating a sparkling white coating on all your garden 
plants. Although beautiful to look at, snow and frost can 
be a major problem for gardeners, damaging plant 
growth and killing tender plants. 

Cold weather, particularly frost, causes the water in plant 
cells to freeze, damaging the cell wall. Frost-damaged 
plants are easy to spot, their growth becomes limp, black¬ 
ened and distorted. Evergreen plants often turn brown 
and the leaves of tender plants take on a translucent ap¬ 
pearance. Frost problems are often made worse where 
plants face the morning sun, as this causes them to de¬ 
frost quickly, rupturing their cell walls. 

Hardy plants and tough evergreens can also be damaged 
by prolonged spells of severe cold when soil becomes 
frozen. Roots are unable to take up water and plants die 
from lack of moisture. Periods of cold, frosty weather dur¬ 
ing April and May can also kill blossom and damage fruit. 
Minimising damage 

Prevention is far better than cure, so try to minimise the 
damaging effects of cold on your plants: 

• Avoid golden or variegated plant varieties that are often 
more tender. 

• Choose plants that are reliably hardy in the area where 
you live. 

• Avoid high-nitrogen fertilisers as they encourage plants 
to make lots of sappy leafy growth that is particularly sus¬ 
ceptible to damage, especially early and late in the year. 

• Make sure tender specimens are planted in a sheltered 
spot, under large trees and shrubs or against walls, give 
them some heat and protection during the winter. 

• Ensure that plants with tender flower buds or shoots are 
not planted in east-facing sites. 

• Leave the old growth of tender plants unpruned over the 
winter months. This will help to protect the central crown 
of the plant and take the brunt of any frost damage. If 
plants are cut back hard in autumn new growth could be 
damaged by frost. 

• Cold air and frost always descend to the lowest point in 
a garden so avoid planting tender plants in obvious frost 
pockets. 

Protecting plants 

The ever-increasing number of tender plants on offer may 
not withstand sustained cold without some form of pro¬ 
tection. How you protect your plants from the effects of 
cold depends on the type of plants and the situation they 
are growing in. 

Plants that are trained against walls or tender plants grow¬ 
ing in the open ground can be protected with simple, 
fleece-covered frames. Alternatively, sandwich a layer of 
bracken leaves or straw between two large sections of 
chicken wire and use this to cover plants during frosty 
evenings. Tender bulbs, corms and tender, herbaceous 
plants (that die back) should be covered with a thick 
mulch of manure, straw or old leaves to prevent the soil 
from freezing. In the spring, new shoots can be protected 
with a loose layer of straw or a bell-cloche. 

Evergreen plants will benefit from a thick layer of mulch 
around their bases to keep the soil frost-free. This will 
allow them to take up moisture during periods of cold 
weather and stop them from becoming dehydrated. 
Tender plants should be grown in pots so that they can 
be moved inside during bad weather. Take cuttings of 
those that cannot be grown in pots and overwinter these 
in a warm greenhouse, ready for planting in spring. 
Protect the crowns of tree ferns and insulate their trunks 
by wrapping them in layers of fleece or hessian stuffed 
with straw. Cordylines and palms should be treated simi-

larly, by tying their leaves into bunches, to protect their 
crowns. 

Protect low-growing plants from wet weather by covering 
them with a sheet of glass or a cloche and surrounding 
them with a layer of gravel or grit, to ensure swift 
drainage. 

Choose outdoor containers that are frost-proof to prevent 
them cracking. Lift pots and containers into a shed or 
greenhouse for protection. Those that can't be moved 
should be placed on 'pot feet' to prevent waterlogging. 
Using a light, free-draining compost with added perlite 
will also help with this. Insulate them with a layer of bub¬ 
ble wrap or hessian to prevent them freezing and cracking 
and ensure plant rootballs stay healthy. 

Damaged plants 

If your plants do get frosted this doesn't necessarily mean 
the end for them, many plants will recover given time. 
However there are ways of minimising the damage: 

• Protect them from the morning sun, which can damage 
growth if the plant defrosts too quickly. If you can't move 
the plants, try covering them with a layer of black plastic 
to block out the sun. 

• Cut back frosted growth in spring to a healthy, new bud, 
to prevent further die back and encourage plants to pro¬ 
duce fresh, new shoots. 

• Feed damaged plants with a balanced fertiliser (one with 
equal amounts of Nitrogen, Phosphorus and Potassium) 
to encourage strong, healthy growth. 

• Dig up small, tender plants and take them into the 
greenhouse. Many will quickly produce new growth and 
recover, provided they are not subjected to prolonged pe¬ 
riods of heavy frost, wet or cold. 

• Newly-planted specimens will often lift themselves 
proud of the soil surface if there is a hard frost straight 
after planting. Check them regularly and re-firm the 
ground around them to ensure their roots are always in 
contact with the soil.and stop them being pulled out of 
shape. Branches that move away from the main plant 
won't spring back into place when the snow melts. 

Avoid walking on snow-covered grass as it will damage 
the turf beneath and leave unsightly marks on the lawn. 
It can also encourage the growth of fungal diseases which 
thrive in the cool damp conditions.

G rowing up in 

1960’s Mersey¬ 
side it would 
have been hard to escape 
untouched from the 
thriving music scene. 

Although a little young 
to have seen Liverpool’s 
most famous export, The 
Beatles, Roy Gregory 
found plenty of live 
music to keep him enter¬ 
tained, naming Led Zep- 
plin, Pink Floyd and The 
Grateful Dead as a few of 
his favourites. 

As a teenager Roy and 
his friends were all music 
lovers but it was some¬ 
thing he aimed to appre¬ 
ciate and not emulate. 

“I’m incapable of play¬ 
ing any instrument and I 
can’t sing but I think 
early on a lot of my 
friends were in groups,” 
he said. 

“As I couldn’t play I 
was a bit more interested 
in listening to stuff and 
very early on I did a bit 
of buying and selling 
records and I built up a 
reasonable collection of 
records.” 

It was in the late sixties 
with the arrival of the 
psychedelic era that Roy 
really found a genre that

spoke to him. As times 
changed so did the music 
but Roy has always 
found something to inter¬ 
est him, from punk to 
Elvis Costello and from 
The Smiths to Britpop. 

Roy moved to Bridport 
just over three-years-ago 
bringing with him an ex¬ 
tensive collection of 
records and CDs built up 
over a lifetime. 

Feeling he needed to 
free up some space at 
home he combined his 
love of records with that 
of the market, which had 
played its role in attract¬ 
ing him to the area. 

Roy found his record 
and CD stall to be very 
popular and soon spotted 
charity shops and other 
stalls picking up on the 
opportunity. 

This sowed the seeds of 
what would later become 


“Vinyl Saturday”. 

“I had seen something 
about Hay-on-Wye being 
the town for books and I 
thought that was an inter¬ 
esting concept. There is 
actually nowhere that I 
have seen in Europe 
where a whole town gets 
behind music in terms of 
selling it,” he explained. 

“We have a lot to offer 
in Bridport for tourists 
and visitors but we could 
always do with a few 
more because the way 
the economy is. The 
more people we bring in 
the better. 

“I thought why not try 
and create this environ¬ 
ment four times a year 
when people come to 
Bridport to look for 
records and CDs. I re¬ 
alised that just me on a 
market stall wasn’t going 
to do that and it needed

actually to encompass 
more of the shops and the 
market traders and the 
venues,” 

Roy was wary of simi¬ 
lar towns to Bridport that 
had lost their individual¬ 
ity with the arrival of 
large shops and super¬ 
market chains. 

He felt sure that an at¬ 
traction like this would 
bring people into the 
town not only to shop for 
records but also to sup¬ 
port other local traders. 

His enthusiasm was 
shared by Bridport Town 
Council who actively en¬ 
couraged other traders to 
take part in the event. 

“The first fair took a 
great deal of legwork to 
put on but I got a great 
deal of support from the 
town council and the 
tourist board in promot¬ 
ing it,” Roy said. 

“The first one seemed 
to go very well and 
everyone enjoyed it. You 
could judge that because 
when we said we were 
going to do another one, 
all the sellers said they 
wanted to do it again. 
Over time more of the 
traders remember and get 
into it. 

“A lot of the shops have 
done window displays 
and everyone recognises 
that it brings people into 
the town.” 

In just a year “Vinyl 
Saturday” had become a 
regular and popular fea¬ 
ture in Bridport’s events 
diary. Its success peaked 
in August last year when 
an estimated 450 people 
travelled to Bridport in 
search of the elusive 
album to add to their col¬ 
lection. 

“A lot of the people 
who sell believe that if 
we can keep the momen¬ 
tum going and keep get¬ 
ting more people 
involved then it will soon 
become the premier 
event in the south west of 
England for record col¬ 
lectors,” said Roy. 

Roy is not exclusively a 
vinyl enthusiast and has 
his fair share of CDs too, 
but it was the arrival of 
the MP3 that re-kindled 
his love for the fallen for¬ 
mat. 

He said: “Eventually 
you start to think in terms 
of ‘what are you doing?’ 
It’s almost become no 
different to standing in a 
lift, its music in the back¬ 
ground,” 

“I have noticed the dif¬ 
ference since selling 
vinyl again. If you 
choose to put a record on 
you actually go and se¬ 
lect it, you put it on the 
deck and you’ve got 20 
minutes where you know 
you’ve got to sit and lis¬ 
ten to it because at the 
end you’ve got to lift the 



stylus up. It’s a con¬ 
scious decision, like 
picking up a book, so 
you listen to it. 

“I think with a CD you 
put it on and you wan¬ 
der off, with iPods it’s 
on constantly in the 
background and I think 
it’s a different type of 
listen personally.” 

For Roy the transition 
to an MP3 file may have 
made music more acces¬ 
sible but he felt some¬ 
thing had been lost. 

“It didn’t occur to me 
when CDs first came 
out but it did later,” he 
said. 

“The things you miss 
are the experience of ac¬ 
tually having something 
almost organic in your 
hands, an LP cover. If 
you look at classic 
album art they are a 
statement in their own 
right, they were artistic. 
Once you condense it 
down to a CD it loses 
some of the effect and 
then even more once 
you move it to your 
iPod and it’s just a vi¬ 
sual on the screen.” 

“I think people miss 
going to the record shop 
and getting something 
with an intrinsic value 
and that has been my 
experience from Vinyl 
Saturday.” 

The success of Vinyl 
Saturday has snow¬ 
balled in its short exis¬ 
tence and following its 


praise from the vinyl en¬ 
thusiast’s highest au¬ 
thority, Record 

Collector magazine, 
Roy hopes that it will 
grow and grow. 

“The next stage is to 
try and make it a week¬ 
end event so that the 
town benefits even more 
with people staying 
over,” he said. 

Roy is planning to cre¬ 
ate a “Brid Music Week¬ 
ender” which will take 
place on the weekend of 
this year’s August fair. 
The idea being to create 
a banner under which 
venues around the town 
can host live music. 

Roy has already been 
in talks with The Elec¬ 
tric Palace about hosting 
the main event on the 
Saturday night and has 
been on the hunt for 
bands to headline the 
gig- 

“I went back to my 
psychedelic, proggy 
days to find something 
that was a bit different. 
That came when I saw 
this band ‘Achilles 
Sound’ at The Llamer 
Tree Festival. It was the 
first band I had seen in 
20 years where there 
were loads of teenagers 
sat crossed legged and 
nodding their heads like 
in the prog days. 

“At the time they were 
voted the best unsigned 
band in the south west, 
but they have now just 


signed a deal and have 
been on Radio 1 and 
Radio 6 Music. I am ex¬ 
pecting by the August 
that they will have quite 
a prominence so I think 
we might have picked 
quite well there.” 

Having secured his 
first act Roy has since 
booked the Gilbert 
Quick Orchestra, the 
band of Simon Barber 
formerly of The 
Chesterfields. Roy is 
hoping to confirm 
Pineapple Thief to com¬ 
plete the line up. The 
Yeovil based band has 
sold more than 35,000 
records since the launch 
of their debut album. 

For someone with 
such a rich knowledge 
of music I couldn’t go 
without asking him the 
question that every 
music lover has contem¬ 
plated. 

“What would be my 
three desert island 
discs? The Grateful 
Dead - Dark Star, Traf¬ 
fic - Mr Fantasy and 
Love - Forever 
Changes. I think it was 
because they were the 
first tracks I heard 
where I really appreci¬ 
ated music and it really 
grabbed me to think I 
needed to hear more.” 

The next Vinyl Satur¬ 
day event will be held in 
Bridport on Saturday, 
February 20th.

Dorchester Ringo parking update 


■ The Dorchester RingGo Parking system kicked 
off to a great start before Christmas and with new 
users registering every week its use is rising. 

Dorset County Council have announced that 
RingGo is also to be made available on the street 
meters as well from Monday of this week. 

This is excellent news as they have agreed to the 
Dorchester BID'S request to allow remote'top up' 
for the street meters (like in the car parks) and 
they have also agreed to make the lOp text alert 
free. There is still a 20p convenience charge but 
for an hour or mores parking this is good insur¬ 
ance against a £25 or £50 fine. 


This means that there is now even a bigger in¬ 
centive for you to register with RingGo - RingGo 
users will have the added flexibility of getting the 
10 minute warning text, and you will be able to 
top up their parking remotely by phone even 
when using the street meters. 

No More: fumbling for coins, using shops as 
change machines, mad dashes to get back to 
your car before an over-keen attendant writes you 
a ticket.

Season of live 
gigs in Lyme 

EACH week, here in View2's very own music column, we'll be bringing you 
the latest news and gossip. Sometimes we'll be focusing on the music 
world in general, some weeks we'll be keeping things decidedly local. 

And that's the way we're going to start, with news that the Woodmead 
Halls in Lyme Regis will be hosting an exciting season of live gigs from 
spring through to autumn later this year. 

At the moment, 11 gigs are planned and organisers are on the lookout 
for local bands and artists to fill the support slots throughout the series of 
concerts. 

From established tribute acts like Whole Lotta Led to folk legend Martin 
Simpson, not only is this a chance to catch some great music in Lyme but 

- if you're a performer or in a band - you could also be on the bill yourself! 

The first show takes place on April 3rd and features Paul Lamb and the 

Kingsnakes. The group, who have won the Best Band accolade at the 
British Blues Connection Awards on more than one occasion, have been 
together since the 1980s. Paul himself has recently been inducted into the 
British Blues Awards Halls of Fame, alongside the likes of Peter Green and 
John Mayall. 

Mixing intelligent lyrics with catchy tunes, Stackridge come to Lyme on 
May 1 st.The folk-pop-prog rockers were a big deal back in the 1970s, their 
many claims to fame including being the opening act at the very first Glas¬ 
tonbury Festival and working with Beatles producer George Martin. They 
also supported Elton John alongside The Beach Boys at a Wembley Sta¬ 
dium gig in 1975. 

The Larry Miller Band come to town on May 15th. Larry is one of the 
UK's top blues guitarists and names Jimi Hendrix, Rory Gallagher and BB 
King amongst his influences. Kerrang magazine said of him: "Berry in¬ 
vented it, Jagger modified it, Nugent abused it... and Miller looks set to 
once again re-define the whole damn package." 

The Hamsters are known for their covers of Jimi Hendrix and ZZ Top 
tunes but their setlists include music from a whole host of artists, mainly 
drawn from the world of Americana. BBC Radio Two's Bob Harris has called 
them: "...fabulous. One of Britain's top live bands." You can catch them on 
June 26th. 

Thin Lizzy tribute act Limehouse Lizzy play on July 10th. Armed with 
some of the most powerful tracks in the history of rock, these boys pay 
fine homage to the music of Phil Lynott and co. 

John Otway has built up a massive cult following over the years, having 
arrived on the music scene on the back of punk rock with 'Really Free' in 
1976. That song secured The Who's Pete Townshend as producer for his 
debut album and Paul McCartney even asked him to open for Wings on 
tour, but Otway's projected success was not to be. He didn't score another 
hit until 2002 when, after a massive campaign amongst his fans, 'Bunsen 
Burner' reached the UKTopTen. But the punk eccentric is still a "must see" 
live act and his Lyme show will no doubt feature the manic energy with 
which Otway has kept such a loyal audience over the years. He's at the 
Woodmead Halls on July 17th. 

Part of the British folk scene since the 1970s, Martin Simpson is as an 
established a name as you're likely to come across. His 2007 CD Prodigal 
Son won the Best Album title at the BBC Radio Two Folk Awards the fol¬ 
lowing year, whilst 'Never Any Good' - from the same recording - won the 
award for Best Original Song. Don't miss his performance on August 7th. 

Well known in these parts, Whole Lotta Led are the country's top tribute 
to rock giants Led Zeppelin. And with chances of Page, Plant and Jones 
following-up their brief 2007 reunion slim, this is the closest you'll get to 
seeing the originals in action! The band make their long-awaited return 
to Lyme Regis on August 28th. 

Another tribute act, the Joni Mitchell Project, visit the town on Septem¬ 
ber 11th. The show features Sally Barker playing a selection of Joni's 
poignant early songs, with Glenn Hughes on piano and dulcimer along¬ 
side Debbie Cassell on banjo and backing vocals. 

Five-piece group Sgt Pepper's Only Dart Board Band is renowned for 
their storming live shows paying tribute to The Beatles. The band, with 
their own Fab Four plus Sgt Pepper on keyboards, perform the most com¬ 
plex Beatles songs completely live and without the use of backing tracks. 
Creating a faithful reproduction of the Fab Fours' greatest hits and a se¬ 
lection of well known album tracks, the guys - in their full Pepper regalia 

- produce a tight and compact sound. A splendid time is guaranteed for 
all on October 2nd. 

Finally, Welsh singer-songwriter Martyn Joseph plays the Woodmead 
Halls on October 30th. Martyn's blend of Celtic and folk influences have 
led to a sound that has attracted audiences for more than quarter-of-a- 
century. As well as a loyal live following, he's been no stranger to the charts 
with his most widely known hit being 'Dolphins Make Me Cry'. He's been 
on tour with the likes of Art Garfunkel and even Shirley Bassey! His mix of 
hard-hitting issue based songs to stripped bare love songs make him es¬ 
sential listening... and viewing.

WILD dog was an, expressive dynamic dance piece performed by Tavaziva. The dancers 
bounded onto the stage springing along with an anamalistic rhythm.

Niche heads for Aintree 


IRISH Grand National winner Niche Market is hoping 
to do the double by winning this year's John Smith 
Grand National at Aintree in April. 

Having won last year on his native soil at Fairy- 
house, the nine-year-old is already among the 
favourites when the first list of entries was declared 
last week. 

A total of 112 horses were declared and although 
the number of entries is lower than in previous 
years, there are actually more horses rated 140 or 
above among the entries in this year's race than in 
the previous 11 years, so the quality has really been 
stepped up which is no surprise given that the prize 
fund is £925,000. 

Niche Market is currently quoted around 20/1 and 
in the top four best backed horses which include 
three previous national winners. 

Although his last outing at Newbury at the end of 
December was disappointing when he trailed home 
last of five in the Mandarin Graduation Chase, trainer 
Bob Buckler is not fazed by the result. 

"Horses are not machines, and he was carrying 
more weight (11 st 71b) than he will in the national. 
Although they haven't been declared at the mo¬ 
ment I anticipate it to be just under 11 stone. It was 
very heavy ground, and he likes better, and at 3 
miles they went too quick for him. 

"That all said he won at Fairyhouse over 3 miles 5 
furlongs and 4 Vi miles at Aintree will be ideal for 
him." 

His next race may be on Sunday in the 
Totesport.com Graduation Chase at Exeter over 3 
miles where two other national favourites Tricky 
Trickster and Big Fella Thanks both from Paul 
Nicholls stable are also declared. 

A trip to the Cheltenham Festival next month for a 
go at the William HillTrophy Handicap could also be 
on the cards before Aintree. 

Colin Tizzard,s Joe Lively is also entered for the na¬ 
tional with current odds of 100/1. 

On the track last week Buckler is convinced Over 
The Flow would have won her maiden victory in the 
E.b.f Mares"national Hunt'Novices'Hurdle (qualifier) 
at Wincanton had it not been for A P McCoy's bril¬ 
liant horsemanship. 

The 8-year-old under Nathan Sweeney was always 
at the front and took up the running three out but 
was just headed at the last hurdle by the 4/1 on 
favouriteTopsham Belle making a run from the back. 


When McCoy's horse 
stumbled on landing 
Sweeney drove Over 
the Flow back to the 
front, but somehow 
McCoy picked up his 
mount to pip them on 
the line by Vi length. 

"Only McCoy could 
have done that,"said an 
amazed and disap¬ 
pointed Buckler. "She 
ran brilliantly and only 
made one small mis¬ 
take at the hurdle at the 
bottom of the hill." 

The handicapper has 
penalised the mare 101b for her run, and will now 
run at either Taunton tomorrow or Kempton on Fri¬ 
day under her old weight before the penalty is in¬ 
voked. 

Sean Thornton looked threatening at Taunton 
when well up with the leaders until turning for 
home but from then on went backwards to finish 
down the field. 

Nathan probably made too much use of him early 
on and the ground was too heavy for him. He came 
unstuck on the turn for home where there was a par¬ 
ticularly wet patch of ground and he floundered a 
bit, but he will be a grand chaser in the future."
